BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Jan. |

facing new shortages because, of- 
ficials say, so many rail lines have 
been commandeered for Nazi troop 
movements and Italian and Ger- 
man shipments of war materials. 

Dispatches from Hungary and 
Rumania say that in many towns 
where ordinary supplies have been 
cut off by German use of railroads 
the inhabitants have appealed for 
commodities by truck to prevent 
rioting and famine. 

Similarly, Italian demands for 
quick delivery of vast quantities 
of Rumanian oil to bolster her 
dwindling supplies are said _ to 
have jammed Yugoslav railways, 
causing a serious curtailment of 
food shipments. 

Rumanian reaction -to skyrock- 
eting prices was said to have 
brought several public demon- 
strations, including one in Bucha- 
in which one person was 
killed and several others injured. 

Nearly all the southeastern Eu- 
ropean governments have re- 
stricted bread sales to black loaves 
two and three days old. Rumanian 
officials found flour consumption 
was cut drastically by this order 
until the people found they could 
make the bread more palatable 
by toasting. Now a new order for- 
bids serving of toast in restau- 
rants, dining cars and other pub- 
lic eating places.

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German Education 

In his stirring dramatic hit of the current 
Broadway season, “Flight to the West,’ Elmer 
Rice presents one exciting sequence which, in 
its small way, epitomizes one sharp difference 
between the culture of Nazi Germany and that 
of the rest of the world. Winging westward 
from Lisbon to the United States, the Dixie 
Clipper carries among its passengers a bewild- 
ered, prematurely gray widow whose father and 
whose husband had both fallen during the two 
German assaults on the library of Louvain; a 
young, idealistic American Jew; and a certain 
Dr. Hermann Walther, attache of the German 
embassy in Washington. Outraged beyond en- 
durance at the Nazi official’s callous defense of 
the German assaults on neutral Belgium, the 
distraught widow attempts to murder him, but 
the bullet is intercepted by the young Ameri- 
can Jew, who lunges forward to wrest the pis- 
tol from her hand. 

Dr. Walther, later questiored regarding his 
personal reaction toward owing his life to a 
member of a race he professes to despise, ap- 
pears astonished at the question. Reaction? 
Why should he have a reaction? Why should 
he thank the lad? He is indebted, he insists, 
not to the young man’s heroism, but rather to 
the fact that “stupid, Jewish sentimentality, 
bred in the decadent democracies,’ has so 
highly confused the young man’s reason that 
he is incapable of swift, objective thought. 
None but a democrat and a Jew would ever 
thus have risked his own life to save that of 
another, the Nazi reasons, for this action rep- 
resents the sordid rottenness of democratic 
sentimentality. Therefore, he argues, he owes 
his life not to a humane act but to the su- 
periority of Nazi education! Heil Hitler! 

Dr. Walther, though a fictional character, 
symbolizes for Americans all that is good and 
all that is deplorable in the German system of 
education, a system so highly developed that 
high school teachers hold doctor’s degrees and 
the high school curriculum is often advanced 
beyond that of some of our own junior col- 
leges. World-renowned is the German genius 
in science and philosophy, both of which re- 
quire cold, unimpassioned, detached reasoning. 
Tae present war machine, flawlessly detailed, 
like X-ray machines, microscropes, and cam- 
cras, is the preduct of German scientific skill. 
In chemistry and in physics, both objectively 
remote from the requirements of spiritual and 
cultural well-being, German scientists have led 
the world. In short, the German system of 
education trains men to be at all times coldly 
and completely rational and realistic. 

And yet, what is the result of this training? 
It is simply that rationalism carried to its ex- 
treme becomes savagery. There is nothing more 
completely irrational than love, more unreal- 
istic than kindness, generosity, human sym- 
pathy, and tolerance. These simple virtues, the 
heart and soul of true culture, are precisely 
those which are ignored in the German system 
of education. For these purely human quali- 
ties, unscientific as they are, Nazi education 
permits no consideration. For science and ra- 
tionalism they are unnecessary; for the life 
of man they are indispensable. 

Thus, the century-old destruction of civil- 
ization, the burning of libraries, the savage 
machinegunning of helpless refugees, the wan- 
ton razing of cathedrals, the butchery and 
slaughter that make up German ambition be- 
come the monstrous offspring of an inhumane 
education devoted to rationalism rather than 
to man. Thank God for irrational man!

Grady Hospital 

Recent news reports have given grounds for 
hope that, at last, a method is being worked 
out which will solve the terrible problem that 
Grady hospital presents to the city. 

Businesslike plans for the replacement of 
Grady and of Battle Hill sanitarium with a 
great, modern hospital and medical center are 
being completed. One of the preliminary steps 
necessary, placing the Steiner Cancer Clinic 
under the same control as Grady hospital, is 
to be taken. 

Clinics for DeKalb county are a part of the 
complete plan, which will go far toward solving 
the perplexing problem of hospital service for 
the indigent from the neighbor county, in 
which a part of Atlanta lies. 

Grady hospital is approximately a half cen- 
tury old. At the time of its building it was the 
last word in hospital construction and equip- 
ment. Today, however, it is far behind the 
times in construction, although its equipment 
compares favorably with that of most such 
institutions. 

As it is now, Grady constitutes little better 
than a firetrap. It is perpetually overcrowded, 
adding to the danger and, should fire once 
start in its wards, it is almost inevitable there 
would be a tragic loss of life. 

For several years Atlanta has known that 
something must be done about Grady hospital. 
Bond issues have been tried and, chiefly be- 
cause of the apathy of some segments of the 
voting population, have failed to receive the 
requisite two-thirds majority of ballots. 

Mayor LeCraw has promised that solution 
of the hospital problem will be one of the prin- 
cipal items on the program of his city admin- 
istration. 

It now appears as though the first steps to 
a businesslike and entirely satisfactory solu- 
tion hav@® been taken and that plans for the 
entire hospital program are of such a nature 
there can be little doubt they will come to full 


fruition.

House Bill 1776 


Whether coincidence or not, the number of 
the Aid-to-Britain bill in the house is deeply 
significant, and it is to be hoped that it will 
bring to the congress something of the spirit 
that animated the men of the year designated 
by the same numerals—1776. 

There is, to be sure, a vast difference in the 
cause, but House Bill 1776 reflects the deter- 
mination of this country that the principles for 
which Americans fought their mother country 
shall not be bombed from the earth. 

The men of 76 fought against a despot who 
sought to wield the powers of a dictator, who 
forced from the British government the great 
William Pitt in order that he might pursue his 
lust for power. Had Pitt kept the power of gov- 
ernment, the War of the Revolution would 
never have been fought. 

The men of ’40 fight against another despot, 
who, too, would force men back into slavery 
as King George in ’76 sought to enslave and 
maintain in slavery the peoples of the colonies 
of Englend in North America. 

House Bill 1776, for this reason, could not 
be more aptly numbered. The enemy may be 
a different one, but the cause is the same, and 
must always be the same until that day when 
men of good will can keep the peace the 
world over. 

May the spirit of 1776 awaken anew in the 
hearts of all America. There is no room today, 
as the yesterdays, for the Tories.

Editorial Symposium 


CONGRESS AND DEFENSE 

“The so-called lend-lease bill presented to 
congress is the most extraordinary conferment of 
authority on any President in peace-time history,” 
says the BUFFALO NEWS, which feels that “As 
you read and study its implications it leaves you 
breathless,” insisting the measure “amounts, in 
brief, to a lease-lending of congress to the Presi- 
dent.” However, the BOSTON TRAVELER be- 
lieves “Congress retains a check at all times” in 
that “Though the President is given the power 
he asks, he cannot act unless congress backs it 
up with appropriations,” feeling “It is one thing 
to grant authority and another to make funds 
available that such authority may be exercised.” 

“In estimating the President’s chances of a 
clear-cut victory on financial aid to Great Britain, 
one must go back to past proposals of President 
Roosevelt and to the fate which befell them,” 
suggests the ARIZONA REPUBLIC, of Phoenix, 
which finds that “The record shows him to have 
been more potent in his dealings with congress in 
the early days of the New Deal than later.” At 
the same time, the OKLAHOMAN, of Oklahoma 
City, believes “In neither congress nor country 
will there be very much opposition to the Presi- 


dent’s program. For the country at large realizes 


that the play has been called and that all Ameri- 
cans must now support the play.” And the LOS 
ANGELES TIMES insists that “So far as foreign 
policy is concerned, the only subject for debate 
which the -American public considers open is 
whether we shall adopt the lease-and-lend policy, 
a policy of outright gift, or a policy of entering 
the war.” However, “No one can guarantee 
peace. ... But a knock-out blow, a hard chin jab 
is less likely to get us into war than if we go 
around tickling Hitler with a feather duster and 
giving him a notion we are afraid of him,” says 
the EMPORIA GAZETTE, which adds: “So we 
go to ‘lease or lend’ as the best way to keep out 
of war.”

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
PARABLE OF MR. REUTHER WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.— 


For those who would like a 
little parable, demonstrating the best and worst in the current 
Washington scene, the story of Walter Reuther and his plan for 
“500 planes a day” is well worth study. Most people will remember 
how Reuther, an able, sensible official of the ClO auto workers’ 
union, proposed to convert the automobile industry to mass pro- 
duction of airplanes, and. how the President, saying he found the 
proposal “very interesting,” referred it for study to William S. 


. Knudsen, 


What followed is extremely significant, as well as enlightening. 
The big question at the very heart of the defense problem is 
whether we are prepared to concentrate all our available energy 
on the defense program, making the necessary attendant sacrifices, 
or whether we are going to continue to try to outproduce Germany 
in our spare time. This question was brusquely raised by Reuther. 
The automotive industry is the largest single reservoir of indus- 
trial skill, facilities and labor in the world. Until we have tapped 
this reservoir to the fullest extent possible, we are still on a spare- 
time basis. It has not been tapped as yet. Reuther demanded that 
the tapping begin. 

The technical aspects of the Reuther plan can be considered 
later, for the first reaction to Reuther’s proposal had nothing to 
do with industrial technics. A union official had made a sugges- 
tion drastically affecting the policies of the industry in which his 
union was at work. This was the aspect of the situation that con- 
ditioned most of the responses to Reuther. 


THREE RESPONSES'- These were of three sorts. Most of 


the New Dealers were jubilant. Be- 
cause the plan came from Reuther, they regarded it as a personal 
triumph, and tended to reject any hint that it might contain im- 
perfections or impracticalities. The plan became, in fact, a sort 
of rallying point for the more ardent members of the New Deal 
group, who told one another that it was proof positive that busi- 
nessmen, such as the officials of the Defense Commission, did not 
know how to be firm with other businessmen, and had to be shown 
the way towards effective defense preparation by a union leader. 

If the New Dealers’ jubilation was somewhat premature, the fit 
of sulks into which Reuther’s proposal threw certain officials of 
the Defense Commission was really downright silly. These men, 
one or two of whom are unhappily to be found in Knudsen’s im- 
mediate entourage, have carried all the domestic conflicts of the 
past over into thein defense work. Again, because the plan came 
from Reuther, they took it as a personal insuit. They had hardly 
had time to read it through before they were busily disseminating 
stories that it was ridiculously impractical and dead wrong in 
every Way. 

Fortunately, there are still a good number of hardheaded, “air- 
minded individuals in both New Deal and Defense Commission 
crowds, and elsewhere in the government. In this instance, those 
who spoke with the voice of common sense happened to be Under- 
secretary of War Robert Patterson and his new special assistant in 
charge of aircraft production, Robert Lovett. Patterson made known 
his attitude on total defense preparation some time ago when he 
refused to permit continued output of commercial planes when this 
interfered with combat plane production. Now he and Lovett in- 
sisted on a hearing for Reuther. Knudsen, who had no part.in 
the effort to choke Reuther off, agreed readily. 

Reuther’s hearing will take place’ in a few days, with Patterson 
and Knudsen sitting as judges. He has been given every facility 
to perfect his case, has been warned of certain known defects in 
his proposal, and will be fairly heard, and fairly allowed to answer 
the objections of some of Knudsen’s more conservative technicians. 


EXPANSION, NOT CONVERSION Some of the public mys- 

tification by the Reuther 
plan arises from the confusion over the auto industry’s part in air 
production to date. The facts are fairly simple. General Motors, 
Ford. Buick and Studebaker are all making air engines. Broadly 
speaking, this engine production is an expansion of these com- 
panies rather than a conversion of their existing facilities. General 
Motors’ Allison plant, for example, was built new from the 
ground up. . 

Besides engines, subcontracts for big Martin, Consolidated and 
North American bombers have been accepted by Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors. This will be a fascinating industrial opera- 
tion. The airframes of the bombers, almost as large and complex 
as the hull of a destroyer, are to be broken down into innumerable 
small parts. The motor companies will have these parts made by 
their usual suppliers, and will subassemble them into wing tips, 
middle wings, and so on. And then final assembly will take place 
at the air companies’ new plants at Dallas, Fort Worth, Kansas City 
and Omaha. Here again, however, little conversion is involved. 

Reuther wants conversion because the auto industry is highly 
seasonal, and conversion to air manufacture would mean full-time 
work for his auto workers the year round. The essence of his 
plan is the segregation of certain of the automotive industrial 
facilities for year-round production of a minimum number of auto- 
mobiles on unchanging models and year-round use of all remain 
ing facilities—a huge percentage of the total—for air production. 

There are several obvious bugs in the plan. When Reuther 
talked of 500 planes a day, he was talking of pursuit planes, where- 
as bombers are the types needed, and he was talking without taking 
into account the air engine shortage. Furthermore, he assumed that 
the auto tool industry, which is primarily equipped to turn out 
gigantic presses, could also turn out the kind of tools needed. for 
more specialized, more delicate air production. 


BELIEVED PRACTICAL Nevertheless, most, experts not. in- 


fluenced by the auto industry’s dis- 
inclination to be converted, and the air industry’s distaste for the 
creation of formidable rivals, believe that partial conversion is 
perfectly practical. Since the bugs have been pointed out to him, 
Reuther has revised his proposal, basing it on bomber production, 
collecting information on the convertibility of much existing equip- 
ment in the auto industry, and otherwise buttressing his case. It 
is perfectly possible that when the time of his hearing comes his 
judges will find him right.

Reader ‘Tells 


Of Curing 
Myotonia 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The description you gave 
myotonia in a recent article 
your column, writes a reader, in- 
terested me a good deal, because 
it seemed to be much the same as 
my own trouble, which doctors 
called writer’s cramp. ‘ My trouble 
had been developing for nearly 
two years and I had begun to fear 
it would put me out of my job. 
I am employed as a stockroom 
clerk and salesman and have to 
write all records of items issued 
or sold. I decided to try the rem- 
edy you said has brought im- 
provement or relief in many cases 
of myotonia. So I began takin: 
quinine, two three-grain capsules 
of quinine sulfate after breakfast 
and after supper. Kept this up for 
four weeks. After the first few 
days I noticed sense of freeing or 
loosening up of the muscle action 
in. my arm and hand when writ- 
ing or trying to write. After 10 
days or two weeks my trouble 
seemed almost well; that is, I 


of 


could write about as well as ever, 


although it brought back the 
cramp if I wrote too much or too 
fast. I continued the quinine for 
four weeks, and seemed to be do- 
ing fine. But I wondered whether 
I should-keep right on taking that 
much, and I wrote you for ad- 
vice. You never answered. So 
I decided to cut down to one three- 
grain dose night and morning, and 
am still taking that, now going on 
four months. To the best of my 
knowledge the writer’s cramp is 
completely cured, and I am mighty 
grateful, sir. (C. B. T.) 

If C. B. T.’s letter ever reached 
me I think I would remember it 
if the letter told anything like the 
present story. Perhaps the cor- 
respondent failed to enclose a 
stamped envelope bearing his ad- 
dress. So many correspondents 
forget to do so, yet expect me to 
send an answer. 

Myotonia is a state of abnormal- 
ly high muscle tension, a kind of 
rigidity or chronic “muscle- 
bound” state which comes upon 
the individual uwhder excitement or 
emotion and inhibits or restrains 
the voluntary or involuntary re- 
action, so that it takes an appre- 
ciable time for the individual to 
perform the act he wishes to per- 
form. For instance, the momen- 
tary rigidity makes it difficult to 
relax a grip or to close the hand, 
to take*a sudden step out of harm’s 
way, t@ start walking, to sit up, 
to shake hands. In some instances 
myotonia may accofmt for stutter- 
ing or stammering. 

The cause of myotonia is un- 
known. The condition, whenpro- 
mounced in degree, is called Thom- 
sen’s disease.

Given To University

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—These columns seemed to be s0 
filled with activities these days that I have difficult in mentioning 
some of the things that I am enjoying most. I must mention that 
on Tuesday evening the “Philadelphia Orches- 
tra, with Miss Helen Jepson as guest artist, 
gave us a most enchanting evening. 

I had to arrive a little late, which I consider 
a crime at a concert, but the gentlemen were 
talking during dinner with the President and I 
could not very well tear them away. From the 
moment we did arrive until the end of the eve- 
ning, all of us forgot the cares of this world 
in the joys of music. 

At the end of the concert, I went to the 
infantile paralysis dinner and heard some in- 
teresting speeches. 

To return to more recent happenings, I can 
tell you of a visit yesterday from a committee representing the 
United Artists. They feel that it is most important-that the gains 
which have been made through the government’s recognition of the 
artists should not be lost because of the national defense program. 

Therefore, they are going to take up with various people the 
possibility of useful service to the whole defense effort. I think 
this is a very good approach to find new outlets for both artists 
and craftsmen and I hope it will mean a greater realization that 
art is something which has a place in every phase of American 
life. I am still anxious that art week should be continued as a 
yearly thing, until all of us learn to buy, as well as to admire at a 
distance in museums, the creations of our artists. 

Yesterday afternoon the general board of the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs came to tea with me. Later, Mr. S. E. Henig came 
with Mr. Goris to tell me that the Belgian pavilion at the World’s 
Fair is being given by the Belgian government to the United States 
as an addition to Virginia Union University for Negroes. 

Money will have to be raised to take the building down, trans- 
port it and erect it, but this gesture of friendship has significance 
in a world at war. It is not only a gesture of international good 
will, but a gesture of interracial good will, because it is to be 
erected on the campus of a collége devoted to the higher education 
of Negroes. 

Last evening some of us went to see “The Cream in the Well,” 
by Lynn Riggs. This is a most interesting play, well written and 
well acted. At moments I think it is.a little too tragic, and I wish 
there had been a few light touches here and there. We spent an 
interesting evening, but don’t go if you are just on pleasure bent.

No. Any male resident of the 
United States who, on October 16, 
1940, was within the ages of 21 
to 35 years, inclusive, was requir- 
ed to register, and he is on call 
for service and training under the 
selective service law until June 
30, 1945. 

“If I am placed on a deferred 
classification, what exactly does 
it mean?” 

To be placed in a deferred 
classification means that the date 
of a registrant’s expected induc- 
tion into the army under the se- 
lective service -is postponed for 
certain reasons covered in the 
regulations. 

A student at a university or col- 
lege granting degrees in the arts 
and sciences could be placed in 
Class I-D, which would postpone 
his induction until July 1, 1941.
